Impressive 
talks were made by Revs. R. F. Tredway, C. J. Wood- 
son and J. V. Devenny.

Whereas, We have heard with profound sorrow of the death 
of William McKinley, our beloved president. Therefore be it

Also the following: “Resolved that this Association, 

acting as an advisory council in matteis peitaining to. the 
best interest of the churches in a leligious point ot view, 
will therefore repudiate and at all times discouiage piac- 
tices (on the part of Baptists) of frivolity— or in other 
words civil mirth, falsely so-called, whether in the torm 
of gaming, dancing or playing at parties— and hereby 
caution our churches to be ware of practices so well cal- 
culated to amalgamate the church with the woi d. 

It would be interesting to know how many of our 
present churches are adhering to this advice given by the 

fathers in thbse early days of this great Body 

The cause of missions received much attention at 
this session and each church was urged by resolution to 
take up a public collection during the coming year and 
send up to the Association to be expended as the Associ- 
ation thought best. Collections amounted at this session 
to $27.16 for minutes and $5 for missions. The Body is
